Crown Point came out on top in the 
end in both score and confidence, 
advancing them to the tournament 
championship, held for the first time at 
the Southlake YMCA. The team's great 
spirit was what Coach Brandon Lorek 
found most inspirational.

On March first, the gym was packed, 
smiles were on every face, and every 
one was helping each other: it was the 
first Southlake YMCA special needs 
Basketball tournament. "I sat down 
and watched our team work hard and 


enjoy themselves as they competed on 
the court," history teacher Chris Mikrit 
said. And they competed well even if 
they didn't always know how or they 
didn't accomplish exactly what they 
set out to. The players never blamed 
defeat on their disabilities. 

Working with the kids helps Coach 
Chuck Smoljan to have a better daily 
outlook. "Little things don't upset me 
as much. Their [the athletes] resilience 
and empathy makes me a better 
person." Lorek agrees. "I feel fortunate 
to have the kids in my life, because 
they are always showing me how to 
turn a disability into an ability. Never 
once do any of my kids complain 
about what they can't do, they just 
seem to manage with what they have." 

Just as the Special Olympics was a 
learning experience for the athletes, 
the coaches also gained something. 
"I've learned through my kids how to 
enjoy participating in athletic activities, 
Lorek said. "It's not like they like to lose 
or don't care about winning, but they 
[the athletes] understand doing their
